Leonard C. Bajork, regional di- 
rector of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board in St. Louis, today ar- 
ranged for the negotiations at a 
conference with Robert Hawes, at- 
torney for the company, which here- 
tofore had refused to meet with 
the strikers, 

The company’s attitude, Bajork 
told reporters, was changed by the 
recent Supreme Court decision in 
the Jones & Laughlin case. Hawes 
advised Bajork that the company 
desired to comply with the National 
Labor Relations Act. 

‘Bajorki said the agreement, 
while not mentioning the stri- 
kers’ union, United Electrical 
and Radio Workers of America, 
was that the company would meet 
representatives of the employes 
“who may be or have chosen by a 
majority of the workers.” The 
agreement was signed by Hawes 
and William Sentner, organizer for 
the union, who will head a union 
committee of eight delegates in the 
negotiations.

delegation came to Washington to 
discuss their status in view of the 
Supreme Court’s validation of the 
Wagner Labor Act. 

The board said it would ask the 
Second District Court of Appeals 
of New York to compel the com- 
pany to abide by the board’s deci- 
sion of a month ago. The board 
found, among other things, that 
union workers had been discharged 
for union activity.

The Nevada Senator has long 
been regarded as one of the “key” 
members of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee because he has re- 
mained non-committal on the Pres- 
ident’s proposal to enlarge the 
court by six members if those now 
over 70 years do not retire. 

In offering his substitute, in the 
form of an amendment to the 
Roosevelt bill, McCarran refused to 
say whether he would support the 
measure if his amendment were re- 
jected. 

He did tell reporters, however, 
that he did not favor any “forced 
retirement” from the court. 

“The mental faculties of many 
judges are keen and acute at 75 
and 80,” McCarran added. “I don't 
favor any constitutional amendment 
at this time.” 


Age Provision Out. 

The Nevadan's proposal was com- 
paratively close to what has been 
regarded in some quarters as the 
most likely compromise of the Pres- 
ident’s bill—an increase of two in- 
stead of six.

“a long step toward destruction of 
our form of government” and was 
quite unnecessary. 

Andrews also criticised some ‘of 
the substitutes advanced by oppon- 
ents of the Roosevelt bill, including 
the Wheeler-Bone proposal to per- 
mit Congress to override the court 
and suggestions for requiring, more 
than a majority vote to invalidate 
legislation. 

He favored, however, the proposal 
of Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
for a constitutional amendment re- 
quiring Justices to retire at 75 
years of age. Even this, Dean 
Andrews said, should be carefully 
safeguarded. 

“Already we have taken steps 
along the road” toward dictatorship, 
he declared, saying the court bill 
would “weaken the keystorie of the 
arch of our constitutional de- 
mocracy.” 

“Not in hot haste,” he said, 
“should we change the one bond of 
consistent stability which has held 
this nation together, the oldest form 
of government existing in the world 
today among the great nations of 
the earth.”

FOUR ARRESTED IN MURDER 
OF CHURCH WORKER IN 1932 


PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—The 
murder of Norman R. Bechtel, a 
church worker, five years ago was 
believed to have been solved today 
with the confession of a Negro 
truck driver that he was present 
at the killing. Two other Negro 
men and a Negro woman are under 
arrest, The actual killer was 
named as a fourth Negro, who has 
since died.

of Public Welfare Joseph M. Darst, 
he told reporters today. 

The ward buildings would house 
200 patients, which, with an 80-bed 
ward building, now being complet- 
ed there, will relieve congestion at 
the hospital. The institution, oper- 
ated by the city for tubercular pa- 
tients, now cares for 520, with a 
waiting list of about the same num- 
ber. 

Of the cost, $700,000 would come 
out of the $7,500,000 hospital bond 
issue passed May 16, 1934, and 
$300,000 from a PWA grant. When 
the bond issue was passed, the city 
was assured of PWA grants of 30 
per cent on the projects. Darst's 
recommendation will go to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and, if approved, will be in- 
corporated in a bill for passage by 


the Board of Aldermen. 


Darst also said he would recom- 
men that work be begun during 
this fiscal year on a complete new 
electrical and plumbing system and 
general repairs for City Hospital, 
which he estimated would cost $1,- 
000,000. This cost also would be cov- 
ered by the bond issue and PWA 
grant. 

The new Homer G. Phillips City 
Hospital for Negroes will be opened 
in two weeks, Darst said. Eighty tu- 
bercular Negro patients will be 
moved there from Isolation Hospi- 
tal, and 375 patients from the pres- 
ent City Hospital No. 2, St. Mary’s 
Infirmary and People’s Hospital.

Francisco laundryman, is pleaded 
by the St. Louis lawyers who are 
endeavoring, on technical points of 
law, to quash the indictments 
against 55 election judges and 
clerks, charged with felonious acts 
of fraud in the primary of last 
August. i 

The printed brief of Paul Dillon 
and other defense lawyers, citing 
Tick Wo's case as a “justly cele- 
brated” one, and seeking to show 
that it applies to primary frauds 
in St. Louis, is i. the hands of 
Circuit Judges Frank C. C ry, 
John W. Joynt and J. Wesley Me- 
Afee, before whom the various 
fraud cases are pending. No time 
has been set for decisions, which 
may be made and announced joint- 
ly, or independently by each of the 
Judges on the cases before him. 


Yick Wo was sent to jail in San | 


Francisco for continuing to run his 
laundry, after passage of a local 
ordinance which forbade laundries 
to be conducted in frame buildings 
without a license from the Board 
of Supervisors. The ordinance was 
used as a means of discrimination 
against the Chinese, to whom li- 
censes were refused, while they 
were granted to other applicants. 
Yick Wo, to whom a license was 
denied, was able to show that he 
had been in business at the same 
place for 22 years, andathat the 
fire wardens had inspected and ap- 
proved the place. Hopkins, against 
whom Yick Wo sought a writ of 
habeas corpus, was the Sheriff of 
San Francisco city and county. 

The Supreme Court, in its deci- 
sion of May 10, 1886, held that 
Yick Wo, and other subjects of the 
Emperor of China, were entitled, 
under the fourteenth amendment, 
to equal protection of the laws; 
that the ordinance was used in an 
unequal and oppréssive way; and 
that Yick Wo and Wo Lee, who 
made a similar appeal, should be 
released from custody. 

In the St. Louis fraud cases, the 
defense lawyers contend that the 
offonses charged should ‘be ‘classed 
as :nisdemeanors, not felonies, and 
that they would be so treated in 
other parts of the State. The de- 
fense charges that the prosecution 
is trying to exercise arbitrary pow- 
er, in treating the local cases as 
felonies. It states that the Yick 
Wo decision “holds that the em- 
ployment of favor or discretion by 
a prosecuting officer violates the 
fourteenth amendment,” and that 
“equal protection of the laws” can- 
not exist when different punish- 
ments can be inflicted, at the choice 
of a prosecutor, for the same act.

They had been in the plant since 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America called the strike March 9 
and disregarded an injunction or- 
dering them to leave Monday. 
When they failed to comply, war- 
rants were issued for their arrest. 
The union accused the company of 
refusing to negotiate with ft.

TRADE BOARD COMPLAINT 
AGAINST ‘PURINA DOG CHOW’ 


Company Has 20 Days to File An- 


Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 15. — A 
complaint has been filed against the 
Ralston Purina Co., of St. Louis, 
alleging misrepresentation in the 
advertising of a dog food sold under 
the trade name of “Purina Dog 
Chow,” the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion announced today. The com- 
pany has 20 days to file an answer 
to the complaint. 

The complaint alleges that the 
company represents the dog food 
contains “pure meat” and “whole 
milk,” and one pound contains as 
much food value as three pounds 
of fresh or canned meat, It charges 
that the meat used is properly 
known as “dehydrated meat scraps,” 
and the milk is “dried skimmed 
milk.” The product does not have 
the food value claimed, the com- 
plaint alleges.

PREMIER TO KEEP OUT 


Resolution Says Hepburn Dic- 
tatorship’ Threatens Work 
ers’ Rights. 


By the Associated Press. 

OSHAWA, Ont., April 15.—Osha- 
was CIO union of General Motors 
workers demanded today that On- 
tario’s Premier withdraw from 
strike negotiations, accusing him of 
a “dictatorship” ‘that would rob 
workers of their right to strike, 

By formal resolution, the local 
of the United Automobile Workers 
of America, an affiliate of John L. 
Lewis’ Committee for Industrial 
Organization, sought to shove Pre- 
mier Mitchel] Hepburn out of the 
foreground to make way for Do- 
minion intervention. 

At Detroit, Wyndham Mortimer 
and Ed Hall, vice-presidents of the 
U A W A, planned to meet C. E. 
Wilson, General Motors, vice-presi- 
dent, in an attempt to settle the 
Oshawa strike. Hall said a strike 
Monday in General Motors plants 
in the United States “is likely” if 
the corporation’s domestic plants 
attempt to handle any of the ex- 
port business normally done by the 
Oshawa factories. 

Hepburn said the provincial gov- 
ernment, because of the “vaccilat- 
ing policy” of the Federal Govern- 
ment, would assume full responsi- 
bility for the maintenance of order 
in the province: He said he would 
ask that emergency dominion po- 
lice be withdrawn from the Toron- 
to locality. He said the province 
would mobilize 200 more provincial 
police to augment the 200 already 
at hand. A force of Royal Cana- 
dian. police was assembled at To- 
ronto, for emergency use, last week. 

The General Motors employes’ 
resolution said “the dictatorship of 
Premier Hepburn would deprive all 
workers of their last resort in an 
industrial dispute, namely the right 
to strike.” The declaration accused 
the provincial executive of having 
“substituted compulsion for arbi- 
tration” and urged him to step out 
“and allow the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Labor to act as mediators,” 

The resolution was adopted at a 
mass meeting of 2000 men and 
women last night after Hepburn 
forced resignation of two disaffect- 
ed members of his Cabinet, Labor 
Minister David Croll and Attorney- 
General Arthur W. Roebuck. Both 
Croll and Roebuck were considered 
extremely liberal members of the 
Ontario Government. ‘They were 
labor lawyers before joining with 
Hepburn. The Premier, leader of 
the Liberal party, is proprietor of 
a large onion farm. , 

After the resignations he Pre- 
mier took over the labor portfolio 
himself and one of his first acts 
was to ask the Dominion Govern- 
ment not to intervene. The out- 
come of the union’s request for in- 
tervention from Ottawa to end the 
week-old tieup affecting 3700 work- 
ers was doubtful, in view of that

WASHINGTON, April 15.—State- 
ments of nine New ag univer- 
sity and college presidents, express- 
4 their opposition to President 
Roosevelt’s court plan, were given 
to Senator David I. Walsh, Demo- 
crat, of Massachusetts, yesterday 
afternoon. The statements were 
collected by the Volunteer Citizens 
Committee of Boston, for presenta- 
tion to the Senate and its Judiciary 
Committee. 

The Volunteer Citizens Commit- 
tee is a non-partisan group, formed 
with reference only to the issue cre- 
ated by the President’s Supreme 
Court proposals, and taking no 
stand on other matters. The com- 
mittee has no financial or other 
connection with party organiza- 
tions, it is stated. Talcott M. Banks 
Jr. is chairman of the Volunteer 
Citizens Committee, 

The nine statements collected by 
the committee are prefaced with 
the declarations made on the same 
subject by President James R. An- 
gell of Yale University and Presi- 
dent James Bryant Conant of Har- 
vard. President Angell’s statement, 
pointing out the danger of placing 
“political yes-men” on the judiciary, 
and calling the presentation.of the 

“a flagrant instance of politi- 
cal bad faith,” was sent to Senator 
Walsh last week. 

Those Joining in Statement. 

President Conant, in a_ letter 
made public March 15, expressed 
the fear that “the country may pro- 
ceed under the banner of emergency 
legislation down a road which leads 
to the abolition of democratic gov- 
ernment.”

President Marsh, Boston Univer- 
sity—The Supreme Court issue is 


one which the country should con- |. 


sider rationally instead of emotion- 
ally. I am in favor of some reform 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
but I am not in favor of the way 
President Roosevelt is goifg about 
it. 

Partly because of the way in 
which our government has de- 
veloped, partly because ' necessity 
has demanded it, and partly be- 
cause of the long service of 
men in the chief justiceship, the 
Supreme Court has arrogated to it- 
self powers which are not given it 
in the Constitution. The Court has 
been on hand to declare certain 
bills enacted by Congress. and 
signed by the President as uncon- 
stitutional; but nobody with au- 
thority has been on hand to declare 
acts of the Supreme Court uncon- 


stitutional. .- 


What does this all mean? Sub- 
mitted to the pragmatic test, it 
means that our form of govern- 
ment has needed the steadying in- 
fluence of the Supreme Court. It 
may be interpreted to mean that if 
the framers of the. Constitution 
would have had the results of 150 
years of experience to guide them, 
they would have assigned to the Su- 
preme Court the functions it has 
performed; for experience has prov- 
en the value of those functions. 

But what shall we do about it 
now? We should amend the Con- 
stitution so as clearly to define or 
to redefine the Guties of the Su- 
preme Court. Its slow accretion 
of powers has come to have the 
force of constitutional authority in- 
asmuch as the people have given it 
what amounts to approval. That is, 
the will of the people has never 
manifested itself in any formal or 
majority way as opposed to the Su- 
preme Court’s way of doing things. 
The people are at once the end and 
the ultimate authority of our gov- 
ernment. Since the people have to 
all intents and purposes approved 
the Supreme Court’s exercise of 
these vast powers in the past, the 
people ought to be given both the 
opportunity and the responsibility 
of saying what change should take 
place now. 


Plainly’ stated, that means that 


a rationally conceived and carefully 
worded amendment to the Constitu- 
tion should be submitted to the 
people. The people then should be 
invited to register their will on 
the subject. 

The foregoing explains why I 
think there is much to be said in 
favor of a clarifying of the Su- 
preme Court’s duties, but I repeat 
that I am not in favor of Mr. Roose-

erence to the drafting of the bills 
or their total effect upon the Fed- 
eral system, 

It is the nature of a written con- 
stitution that there should be an in- 
dependent judicial review, and inas- 
much as the obvious and direct pur- 
pose is to impair the independence 
of that judicial process, the proposa) 
seems wholly without merit. 

President (Miss) McAfee, Welles- 
ley—I.am glad to reply to your in- 
quiry about my attitude toward 
President Roosevelt’s proposal to 
enlarge the Supreme Court. With- 
out pretending to be an authority 
on political theory, I confess that I 
deeply regret his insistence on this 
method of achieving his objective. 

Any administrator must sympa- 
thize with the President’s annoy- 
ance at having his plans thwarted 


’ even when they have been approved 


by the public through their repre- 
sentatives: His effort, however, to 
bring the Court into line with popu- 
lar judgment threatens to remove a 
stabilizing factor which democracy 
needs. Difficult as it is, public 
opinion can be manipulated. Test- 
ing it against the experience of the 
past safeguards it from the mis- 
takes of haste. Slow motion is mad- 
dening to the reformer, but it ap- 
peals to the educator as surer than 


‘imposed panaceas. 


President Dennett, Williams — I 
very earnestly hope that Congress 
will defer action on the President's 
Supreme Court proposal until there 
has been time for the country to 
give mature. thought to so radical a 
proposal, While one may well sym- 
pathize with the exasperation of 
many men of good will and broad 
social vision that the Court has ever 
left any area of our political and 
social welfare unprotected by law, 
it would appear extremely doubtful 
whether hurried action of the sort 
proposed would for long serve the 
purpose intended. Certainly it would 
threaten the constitutional safe- 
guard now extended to minority 
groups and might easily be one of 
those alluring short-cuts which lead 
to evils far greater than those 
which it seeks to avoid. 

President Sills, Bowdoin — As a 
lifelong Democrat and as one who 
has great admiration for the lead- 
ership of President Roosevelt and 
who is sympathetic with many of 
his social and economic objectives, 
with regret I record my conviction 
that his plan for the reorganization 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States is both unnecessary and un- 
wise. 

I am heartily in favor of pro- 
visions for the retirement of jus 
tices. of the Supreme Court on 
reaching the age of 70, and I should 
be glad to support a constitutional 
amendment to the effect that at the 
age of 75 retirement should be made 
compulsory. Occasionally a very 
eminent judge, like Oliver Wendell 
Holmes or Louis D. Brandeis, can 
carry on effectively after that age, 
but it seems to me wise that in the 
majority of cases a Supreme Court 
justice should retire at 70. I am 
wholeheartedly opposed to the Pres- 
ident’s method. 

President Cousens, Tufts — 
Obviously, if a Court is organized 
on the basis of decisions pre- 
determined for it, no Court in 
any real sense exists. Very like- 
ly if the President’s proposal is 
adopted and new members appoint- 
ed to the Court it will be found that 
the men chosen are sufficiently in- 
dependent and sufficiently conscious 
of their sacred duty as judges to 
disregard commands which may 
come to them from any source, 
even from the President of the Unit- 
ed States. This would be devoutly 
hoped for but if this proves to be so, 
then nothing whatever will have 
been accomplished except to render

A promise was made by Shinkle's 
counsel before Judge Joseph L. 
Simpson in Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection yesterday to waive prelim- 
inary hearing there on charges of 
manslaughter and felonious wound- 
ing in the collision, in exchange 
for the State’s agreement to con- 
tinuance in that court to May 19. 
The waiver will allow these ‘cases 
to be sent to Circuit Court for 
trial after that date. 

Goes Home for License. 


When the delay was arranged in 
Police Court, on one charge of 
careless driving and two of des- 
truction of property, Godfrey asked 
Judge Nangle to postpone hearing 
until the felony charges were dis- 
posed of. The Judge asked if 
Shinkle would surrender his li- 
cense, Godfrey obtained a recess 
to consult his client, who was wait- 
ing elsewhere in Municipal Courts 
Building. 

Shinkle did not have the license 
with him but went home with his 
father, who is vice-president of the 
Johnson, Stephens & Shinkle Shoe 
Co., to get it. The license later was 
handed dy Godfrey to a represen- 
tative in court of the city ‘drivers’ 
license bureau. On inquiry by God- 
frey, Judge Nangle and the prose- 
cutor, Assistant City Counselor 
Frank Motherway, said it was un- 
derstood the surrender was volun- 
tary, without prejudice to Shinkle. 
Counsel for the city and the de- 
fendant then agreed to proceed 
with trial on June 10. 

Even if convicted in the Police 
Court cases, Shinkle will obtain re- 
turn of his license thereafter, with 
notation on it of the conviction, 
unless the Judge or the jury, if 
one should be called, should decide 
that the evidence warranted sus- 
pension of the license. Such sus- 
pension could be for a year. 

Prosecutor Opposes Delay. 

Delay —was opposed at first by 
Motherway, who insisted there was 
no relation between the Police 
Court and felony charges. He 
pointed out that today’s setting was 
the second in Police Court and that 
city witnesses were appearing at 
some inconvenience to themselves.

TRENTON, N. J., April 15.—End- 
ing of snaris such as all this legal 
red-tape that surrounds the Brad- 
dock-Schmeling-Louis triangle” by 
setting up a high commissioner of 
boxing was urged today by Joseph 
F. Maloney, president of the Na- 
tional Boxing Association.

Dach an Individual Case. 

The court in the three majority 
opinions, written by Chief Justice 
Hughes, made clear that it was de- 
ciding only the issues at hand and 
that all other cases arising from 
the act would be settled on their 
own merits to determine whether 
industrial strife would substantial- 
ly and directly burden interstate 
commerce. The court was emphatic 
that purely intrastate activity, which 
only remoely affected interstate 
commerce would not come 
the. Federal: act. 


In the Jones-Laughlin opinion, |

“Whether or not particular ac- 
tion does affect commerce in such 
a close and intimate fashion as to

Court Warning Against Pretext. 

In the three manufacturing cases 
before the Court, and in the As- 
sociated Press.case, the employers 
insisted that. the workers ordered 
reinstated by the. Labor Board had 
been discharged for incompetence 
although the findings of the Labor 
Board refuted these pleadings. The 
court accepted the finding of facts 
by the Board even when the em- 
ployers had withdrawn from the 
board’s hearings.

As residents of Clayton road also, we 
appreciate the courtesy of your col- 
umn to point out to you and fair-minded 
readers some astonishing phases of this 
last editorial. 
The Post-Dispatch: “They” (the Clay- 
ton road residents) “have had the misfor- 
tune of building or acquiring homes on a 
road that was destined to and has become 


tery. In fact, traffic checks made by the 
State Highway Commission here show 
that the Clayton road is already carrying 
an extremely heavy volume of traffic 
through the City of Ladue. 
ever, that this is merely our own county 
and city traffic—a far different story 
from the enormous flood of a main trans- 
continental highway which extends all 
the way from New York to Los Angeles. 
Would it be sane, safe or foresighted to 
combine both of these floods here? 

The Post-Dispatch: “East of North 
and South road, commercialism is defi- 
nitely fixed...” 

This section, as already pointed out in 
the previous protest of some of our resi- 
dents, is not only not involved in this 
controversy, but will be used by the 
superhighway no matter how it goes 
through Ladue. You again evade or ig- 
nore the fact that the long stretch from 
Hanley road eastward to the Big Bend 
triangle does not contain one single busi- 
ness establishment. Were every foot of 
that fine residence section commercial- 
ized, however, what could that possibly 
have to do with this question here? One 
might just as thoughtlessly assert that, 
because Ladue road is commercialized 
east of McKnight road all the way to 
Clayton, that makes it commercialized 
west of there, and “commercialism has 
already invaded the road to a point from 
which there is no receding.” 

By all the rules of justice and fair de- 
bate, the Post-Dispatch should confine its 
discussion ta the parts of the Clayton 
road actually involved, over two miles of 
which contain, amongst dozens of fine 
homes and estates, only five little busi- 
ness establishments. Due to zoning laws, 
this number cannot be increased, and in 
time will probably be decreased. 

The Post-Dispatch: “In their own in- 
terest, they” (we folks of the Clayton 
road) “urge the invasion by the super- 
highway of a most beautiful and un- 
spoiled countryside .. .” 

It is violating no confidence to reveal 
now, we feel, that the State Highway 
Commission has made its own series of 
photographs showing every inch of the 
proposed southern route from Lindbergh 
boulevard to North and South road. These 
photographs disclose that one ancient 
farmhouse and one modest little cottage on 
Lay road will be “invaded.” Otherwise, 
the route through “this most beautiful 
countryside” passes through mere open 
fields and thickets. It goes well south 
of the Log Cabin and Bogey clubs, south 
of Overhills drive, south of Fair Oaks, 
north of York Village and south of Ridge- 
top. 
The Post-Dispatch (continuing: 
which will in time contain the homes 
of hundreds of people seeking rural sur- 
roundings in which to bring up their 
children.” 

What the future may hold for that open 
land is problematical and aside from the 
question. The right of way desired there 
does not contain those homes now. The 
Clayton road route, on the other hand, 
does contain a double row of fine homes 
today, with their hundreds of residents. 
Here the residents had, and still have, the 
same desire for their children you men- 
tion. The difference is that the children 
are here. 

The Post-Dispatch: The people “who 
have invested their money in this sec- 
tion” (the southern route) “did so only 
after being assured by the State Highway

In an address at Lewisburg, Pa., last summer, 
Elisha Hanson, attorney for the ANPA, charged 
the “propagandist” with intent to “poison” the news 
and termed him the “greatest danger to freedom of 
the press in America.”. 

With these words we heartily concur, but we sug- 
gest that Mr. Hanson and the ANPA examine their 
own. record in the matter of propaganda. We sug- 
gest they do a little house-cleaning before railing at 
other propagandists who, however poisonous, however 
dangerous, have no newspapers ready at hand to 
disseminate their ideas. . 

For the ANPA has gone far afield from its stated 
purposes as a business association; it has engaged 
in all sorts of pronouncements, which have been 
given wide publicity in member newspapers, on sub- 
jects of general interest, and these give the impres- 
sion that the ANPA is often grinding its own ax 
at public expense. 

A glance at these pronouncements (consisting of 
formal resolutions, briefs filed by counsel and state- 
ments of responsible spokesmen) for the past few 
years shows the ANPA condemning the five-day 
week; viewing with “deepest concern” efforts at 
artificial price control; urging the Radio Commission 
to ban programs fnyolving lotteries; asking Congress 
to repeal the recapture clause of the Transportation 
Act in order to relieve the railroads of a $361,000,000 
Government claim against them, and to help speed 
their recovery; opposing restrictive provisions in 
proposed motor carrier legislation; condemning the 
Wagner law and making the specious plea that it 
violates the freedom-of-the-press clause of the Con- 
stitution; arguing against enactment of the Cope- 
land pure food and drugs bill, and so on. 

An analysis of these positions shows that the 
ANPA is sometimes interfering in public matters 
far removed from its proper sphere as an association 
of pubHshers; at other times, it is pleading for leg- 
islation by which its members’ profits would be main- 
tained or increased. Its position, for example, on the 
Copeland bill represents pressure of advertisers. — 

How can the public be expected to separate these 
activities of the men who own and Manage newspa- 
pers from the responsibility to the public interest 
borne by writers and editors? The fact is they are 
inextricably joined in the public mind. Such activi- 
ties cast a reflection on the whole press. They im- 
pair public trust in the disinterestedness of news- 
papers. 

So that, in the end, the efforts of the ANPA to 
foster the business interests of its members have 
the effect of impairing or undermining the very 
source of the press’ strength—namely, public confi- 
dence. 
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AS DUCK HILL PROVES THE CASE. 

At the very time the House of Representatives was 
debating proposed legislation to penalize law-enforc- 
ing officers and communities which do not protect 
mob victims from lynching, a frightful double lynch- 
ing at Duck Hill, Miss., was proving the need for 
congressional action. Guilty or innocent, white or 
black, persons alleged to have committed crimes are 
entitled to fair trials under the law. If the victims 
of the blow torch had murdered a man, the place to 
determine it was in a courtroom, not in a degrading, 
disgraceful demonstration of brutality. 

If every state had an anti-lynching law such as 
that which Virginia has had for some 10 years, lynch- 
ing could be, as the Richmond Times-Dispatch said 
recently, “almost, if not wholly, obliterated.” Since 
the enactment of the Virginia statute, which makes 
lynching a crime against the State and participants 
chargeable with murder, not a lynching has occurred 
within the State. But the Southern Legislatures 
generally will not enact such laws and lynchings 
continue to occur. | 

The Richmond newspaper was right when it char- 
acterized these lawless executions as “the greatest 
crime against Southern civilization.“ If Séuthern 
Congressmen were guided by simple humanity, they 
would welcome the present opportunity to remove 
this blot against their section of the nation. Fortu- 
nately, enough names have been obtained to the Gava- 
gan petition to force a vote.

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HITLER VS. THE VATICAN. 

Responding to the Pope’s recent encyclical alleging 
violations of the concordat, the Nazi Government re- 
plies with sharp rebukes, brazen denials and further 
prosecution of priests, monks and nuns, All are part 
of the Nazi technique for dealing with opponents. 

In the presence of a nation-wide anti-church cru- 
sade, the Hitler regime has the audacity to say it has 
“faithfully kept” the concordat. The clergy’s in- 
sistence on the religious freedom guaranteed by the 
pact is twisted into an effort “to set up a state with- 
in a state.” Its protest against the efforts at church 
regimentation in Germany become “interference wi 
its internal life.” : 

Plenty of instances to bear out its contentions may 
be cited by the Vatican in the face of the Nazi deni- 
als.

Sausage Gives New 
Turn to Dish. 


The rarebit probably is as 
nearly designed for spring as any 
dish could be. Light, zestful, yet 
thoroughly satisfying, it can be 
upsetting to the drowsy appetite. 
A true “rare bit” (call it rabbit 
if you like and be absolutely 
within your rights) of the sort for 
which prizes are offered during the 
crocus season. 

The base of the rarebit ‘is, of 


last year’s spring frock, there are 
and to give it a fetching new char- 


combine it with shrimp. 


Spring 

Melt a generous lump of butter 
in a frying pan and saute one fine- 
ly’ chopped, medium-sized onion 
until clear, but not brown. Add 
shrimps, cover the pan and cook 
very slowly until they are hot. 
Avoid “frying” them. Remove pan 
from fire and add one minced cu- 
cumber pickle and one diced 
canned pimento. Keep pan cov- 


Melt a little butter in top pan 
of 9 and stir in one- 
half pound diced cheese and one 
cup cream or top milk. Season 
with one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon dry mustard, one 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. 
Stir constantly until-cheese is melt- 
ed and sauce thickens. Remove 
from fire and beat in one well- 
beaten egg. 

Arrange shrimp mixture on 
toast triangles, cover with the 
sauce and serve immediately. 
Sprinkle a little fresh chopped 
pickle and pimento on top for 
color. Garnish plates with pars- 
ley and pickle fans. The re- 
cipe serves four. 

Oyster Rarebit. 

Cook ‘one pint oysters in their 
own liquor. Drain and reserve the 
liquor. Keep oysters. hot. 

Melt two tablespoons butter in 
double boiler and add one-fourth 
pound diced cheese anda few 
pinches of salt and red pepper. Stir 
until cheese melts, then stir in oy- 
ster liquor with two well beaten 
eggs. Cook until thick. 

Add the oysters and remove from 
fire. Season with one teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce and (if de- 
sired) two teaspoons sherry. Serve 
at once on toast, crackers or rusks. 
Spiced sour pickles will add the 
same tantalizing flavor and dash of 
color to this rarebit. Garnish plates 
with parsley and “pepper” the sauce 
lightly with paprika. Serves four. 

So exceedingly Welsh and hearty 
is this rarebit that it is suitable for 
dinner, regardless of what the ar- 
biters of cookery would have to say 
about it. They would offer it as a 
chafing-dish supper suggestion, 
which is really a fine thought. But 
without the chafing dish or the ne- 
cessity for serving supper, keep it 
in mind for dinner some fine spring 


Broil 12 link sausages and place 
in warm oven. 

Beat one egg well with one table 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, one- 
fourth teaspoon dry mustard, pinch 
of red pepper. Heat one cup of ale 
and add to it one pound grated 
cheese, stirring constantly until 
cheese is melted. Beat in egg mix- 


fire. 

Place two sausages on pieces of 
toast with grilled tomato rings and 
slices of dill pickle and green olives. 
Cover with rarebit and 
once. Serves six. 


Window Cords. 


Window cords should be dusted 
two or three times a year and then 
rubbed with a well greased rag. 
This will make them pliable and 
less apt to break with the constant 
friction. It also makes for easier 


window raising and lowering.

Meat organs other than liver are 
not often found on the table of the 
average American family. The 


. butcher’s showcase faithfully con- 
tinues to display its row of white 
enameled pans—one filled with 


creamy white brains, the next with 


plump veal kidneys and another 
with dark firm-fleshed calf hearts. 


But the heédless shopper passes 
them by, unaware of their high nu- 
tritive value and palatability. Yet 


all of them are inexpensive meats! 


The meat organs are always rich- 
er in iron than are the purely mus- 
Liver, heart, kidneys 
and brains are among nature's rich- 
est storehouses of this mineral, so 
necessary to good, rich blood. 

Liver is also high in vitamins A 
and C, a good source of vitamin B 
and G and—if the animal has been 
well fed and has had plenty of 
sunlight—a good source of vitamin 
D. The kidneys are excellent for 
vitamin G, and good for vitamins 
B and C. The heart is a good 
source of B, and excellent for G. 
Brains are an excellent source of 


vitamin C, good for vitamin B, and 


also for G. 
Kidney British Favorite. 

Kidney is considered a great deli- 
cacy by the British the world over. 
Here in the United States tender 
lamb kidney may sell as low as 
two for a nickel, and nice veal 
kidney around 15 cents. It all de- 
pends upon the demand of the mo- 
ment. 

The status of kidney today is 
about that of liver 25 years ago. 
In the good old days it wasn’t un- 
common for the village butcher to 
throw the liver in with some other 
meat purchase. Then people dis- 
covered how good liver is, and 
prices registered their rising es- 
teem. Now, while the kidney de- 
mand is weak, is the time to enjoy 
this meat delicacy. 

At present there is no system of 
marking by which the shopper can 
know the grade of liver, kidney, 
heart or brains offered for sale. 
Even for those organs entering into 
interstate commerce all she can be 
reasonably sure of is that the ani- 
mal from which those organs were 
taken was passed by the Govern- 
ment as being fit for human con- 
sumption at the time they left the 
plant. Carcases and cuts are 
graded but organs are not; simply 
because there has been no general 
demand for such grading. 

But there’s a sunny part to the 
picture. Buyers for different state 
and city institutions have asked the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture to 
draw up specifications to help them 
in their meat purchases. And the 
department gladly did so. In this 
article the suggestions for buying 
are made in accordance with the 
specification sheets now being used 
by these cities and states. 

Kidneys should be full and plump 
and free from blemishes and suet. 
Pork kidneys are smooth and of a 
good reddish-brown shade. Veal kid- 
neys are of lighter color with sur- 
face convolutions or foldings. Beef 
kidneys have still more pronounced 
convolutions. 

Lamb and veal kidney need no 


| 


preliminary parboiling before they 
are broiled or sauted. Simply wash 
them and remove the outer mem- 
brane. | 
Beef kidneys, however, do tak 

some extra handling. Wash them 
and remove the outer 
Split through the center and take 
out the fat and the heavy veins. 
Cover the kidneys with cold water 
and heat slowly to the boiling point, 
and then discard the water. Con- 
tinue this parboiling until there 
is no longer any strong odor and 
no scum comes on the water. 


Then simmer the kidneys in 
about a quart of fresh water, until 
the meat is tender. Take out and 
use as you prefer. It's delicious 
cut up in a stew with potatoes and 
onions, thickened, then flavored 
with tabasco sauce and a little 
lemon juice. 


Or after being parboiled, kidneys 
can be used for a pie, or cooked 
creole style with sweet pepper, on- 
ion and tomatoes, and served on 
toast or noodles. 

Liver is an old favorite in most 
American households. Time was 
when there were just two kinds of 
liver; that from very young and 
that from very old animals. Today 
there are also yearlings being 
slaughtered. And _ unfortunately 
there’s a lot of lamb and beef liver 
being sold for veal liver. All these 
make good food, but no one wants 
to pay a veal price for a beef 
article. 

Liver Has Same Food Value. 

And although the price of veal 
liver has skyrocketed, that of most 
other liver items has remained rea- 
sonable. Pork, beef and lamb liver 
are quite as valuable sources of iron 
and vitamins as is veal, though 
only about a third as expensive. 
And properly prepared all these 
are very palatable. 

In buying liver see that it has no 
spots or blemishes on it. The young- 
er and healthier the anima] from 
which it is taken, the more short 
and plump the liver will be. Sec- 
ond rate liver will be longer and 
thinner than the first rate, and 
will be a darker shade of brown. 
Calf liver is a light chocolate 
brown. : 

Very light, very dark, and yellow- 
ish livers are to be avoided. Livers 
of starved, drouth calves run very 
dark. And very dark liver lacks 
that sweet, rich flavor for which 
this meat is prized. : 

As for preparing liver, specialists 
in the Bureau of Home Economics 
say: Broil a tender young liver; 
braise an old one. Nine out of 10 
people overcook this meat and 
hence put on the table a dish about 
which no one is very enthusiastic. 
Liver should be cooked at a mod- 
erate temperature and only long 
enough to make the red color disap- 


r. 
Liver is delicious served alone, or 
with bacon, or in a liver-and-rice 
loaf, or scalloped with potatoes. 
And, of course, there are dozens of 
other delicious liver preparations. 
Hearts, when purchased, should be 
thick and firm, thoroughly cleansed, 
comparatively free from blood clots, 
and trimmed free of the fatty, gris- 


membrane. | 


tly top part. Calf, lamb and pork 
hearts are more tender than those 
of beef. Beef heart, however, is 
equally nutritious and is a desirable 
buy. | 


After washing a beef heart thor- 
oughly and removing any blood ves- 
sels and clotted blood, you may 
cover it with salted water and sim- 
mer it until it is tender. ä 
take between 2½ and 3½ hours. Or 
you might simmer it until tender, 
then fill it with your favorite stuf- 
fing and braise it until it is a light 
brown. i : 

Brains make another nutritious 
and somewhat neglected food. Good 


ones are whole—not broken apart 


thoroughly cleansed, practically 
free from blood clots, and of a 
natural creamy white to pinkish 
white color. If there’s a greenish 
cash to the white, don’t buy them, 
After cleansing the brains, you 
might simmer them in salted, acidu- 
lated water (one tablespoon vinegar 
to one quart water) for about 15 
minutes, to make them more firm,

is not necessary. Probably the fa- 


vorite brains dishes are those with 


eggs—either in an omelet: or with 
the two scrambled together. Brains 
are often used also for croquettes, 
with rice, onions and bread crumbs.

stitution Favors Modern 


View of Welfare Clause. 


By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Va. April 15.— 
Judge John J. Parker of the United 
States Fourth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, told students of the T. C. 
Williams School of Law yesterday 
that “this is the time to doubie- 


guard the Constitution.” 

“Democracy,” he said, is in great- 
er danger of failure in the world 
now than at any other time since 
the fall of Napoleon. In times of 
em cy we need it (the Consti- 
tution) most, at otner times we can 
get along by common consent.” 

He said the general welfare and 
commerce clauses of the Constitu- 
tion should be interpreted in the 
light of “changing times,” but urged 
retention of the “due process” 
clause. ; 

The general Welfare” of the peo- 
ple has a different meaning today 
than in the time of Andrew Jack- 
gon, Judge Parker said, and “in- 
terstate commerce now is some- 
thing George Washington never 
dreamed of. 

“Legislatures of the states,” he 
continued, “are prone to legislate 
against foreign corporations and if 
the courts did not review the laws, 
then interstate commerce would 
come to a standstill and there 
would be no union within five 
years.” 

Mistakes may be made under the 
system of checks and balances, he 
continued, “but reason will correct 
itself; nothing but force will cor- 
rect force.” 

Parker said his comments should 
not be taken as having any bearing 
on current proposals, but declared 
“the most seductive thing in Gov- 
ernment is uncontrolled power.” He 
said the Constitution was designed 
to prevent any seizure of power by 
any branch of the Government. 

Judge Parker, former appointee 
to the Supreme Court who failed to 
receive confirmation in the Senate, 
said he was not surprised at the 
Supreme Court decisions on the 
Wagner act, particularly in refer- 
ence to the Associated Press and 
the Washington, Virginia & Mary- 
land Coach cases. The latter, ap- 
pealed from the Fourth Circuit, af- 
firmed unanimously the decision of 
the lower court.

Mayor Fogerty Casts the Deciding 
Vote to Retain Miss Lil- 
lian Bruns. 

A sharp division occurred in the 
University City Board of Aldermen 
last night over the selection of the 
board's secretary and ex-officio City 
Clerk, immediately after Matt C.

Dr. R. C. Seibert and Elmer H. 
Grimm voted to retain Miss Lillian 
Bruns as clerk, a position she has 
held for eight years in two adminis- 
trations. Herman Barken and Ja- 
co F. Hellrung Jr. favored John J. 
O'Neill, formerly manager of the 
municipal swimming pool. Dr. A. 
O. Ozment, a former Alderman just 
elected to a new term, was for Hor- 
ace C. Woods. Muyor Fogerty cast 
the deciding vote for Miss Bruns, 
who resides at 6677 Washington ave- 
nue and is paid $210 a month, 

The board fixed May 4 for a spe- 
cial election for a year’s unexpired 
term as Third Ward Alderman to 
succeed Fogerty. Besides Fogerty 
and Dr. Ozment, four re-elected of- 
ficials were installed by David I. 
Millar, retiring Mayor. They were 
Collector William S. Steele, Marshal 
George F. Ward, Barken and Dr. 
Seibert. There were speeches by 
Millar, Fogerty, Thomas Bond and 
Mark D. Eagelton, new member of 
the St. Louis Board of Education 
and friend of Fogerty.

While the five test cases were 
reaching the Supreme Court, 82 pe- 
titions for injunctions to restrain 
the Labor Board from holding 
secret elections were filed with 
Federal District courts. The Board 
fought each of these petitions and 
won in 54 instances, either in the 
district courts or the Circuit Courts 
of Appeals. The Supreme Court re- 
fused to review 10 decisions of the 
lower courts on these petitions. 

Method of Procedure. 

The Labor Board spokesmen ex- 
plain their small personnel by 
pointing out that it is “aggressive 
and extremely flexible.” The re- 


director, an attorney and four or 
five assistants and clerks, The ex- 
aminers, unless chosen for local 
réasons, have roving assignments. 
The election rolls usually are the 
payrolls about the time of the. la- 
bor difficulties and the elections 
themselves require only a day. 

Once the Board has issued its or- 
der, setting forth its findings of 
fact and conclusions of law, either 
party to the controversy may ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. To challenge the decisions 
of the Circuit Courts of Appeal, the 
litigants may petition the Supreme 
Court for a writ of certiorari. It 
is the practice of the court not to 
issue the writ of certiorari if it has 
already decided the issue involved.

Court on last Monday expressly 
limited itself to the issues involved 
in the five test cases, and specif- 
ically said that other issues would 
be determined “as individual cases 
arise.” 

Madden’s Good Record. 

The head of the National Labor 
Relations Board, Madden, is re-

LL have our spring very 
sheer with swirls of organdy 
and lace net for our outlook 

and billows of ninon and marqui- 
sette for good measure... you 
can have the lilacs and the daffo- 
dils.

other these last few days, and all 


of them speak of spring in terms 
of the sheerest and most gossamer 
of decorative ensembles. 

Probably the prettiest—and at 
the same time the most sophisti- 
cated—was a bedroom in pale greys 
and palest of blues with curtains 
of brightly garden flowered mar- 
quisette as the only note of color. 

Another very lovely but more 
naive bedroom had curtains of 
fresh pale green organdy with 
white ruffles piped in field flower 
colors, then a cornice of white 
wire laced with field flower nose- 
gays.

Fresh and pleasant and not 
expensive are curtains showing 
one side in an organdy and the 
other in chintz . . . especially usa- 
ble when you have a pair of win- 
dows either together or not too far 
apart. Two different shades of or- 
gandy hung together can be sim- 
ply lovely. 

Too gay for anything were the 
windows in our favorite room in the 
spring exhibits . . . a provincial 
bedroom with flowered chintz walls, 
draperies and spreads. The win- 
dows in an alcove of the room are 
curtained in white net tied back 
with blue ribbon bows and finished 
with a blue valance of quilted 
chintz. 

Lace curtains are definitely “in,” 
but with lots of new ideas. The big

HAVE just found out where Syl- 
| vester Graham borrowed his 

ideas. Sylvester was not a par- 
ticularly character, but 
one would suppose that at least his 
ideas about bread were his own, 
even if just because they are hooey. 
Reprehensible as it is to steal some- 
body else’s ideas, it involves real 
turpitude to steal ideas that are 
wrong. | 

I am informed that in 1821 a little 
book entitled, “A Treatise on the 
Art of Making Good and Whole- 
some Bread of Wheat, Oats, Rye, 
‘Barley and Other Farinaceous 
Grain,” was published in London, 
the author being Frederick Accufn. 
Accum was a shrewd chemist, and 
much that is in his book is funda- 
mental for modern bread making. 

He traces the history of bread- 
making back into prehistoric times, 
until its actual origin is. lost in the 
Greek myth that it was a gift from 
the great god Pan. 

“We know that the Jews prac- 
ticed the art in the time of Moses,” 
Accum says, “because of the pas- 
sage in the Book of Exodus which 
prohibits the use of leavened, that 
is, fermented, bread, during the cel- 
ebration of the Passover. But it 
does not appear that  loaf-bread 
was known to Abraham, for in his 
history we read frequently of cakes, 
but not of fermented, bread. It is 
therefore very. probable that the art 
of making fermented bread took its 
rise in the Hast, and that the Jews 
learned it from the Egyptians... . 
The Roman bakers, according to 
Pliny, came from Greece with the 
Macedonian army. Before this pe- 
riod, the Romans were often. distin- 
guished by the appellation of ‘eat- 
ers of pap’.”

HEN it comes to the question 

refined or processed flour, 

however, the author goes a 
little off base. “Had it not been 
for the custom of eating whiter 
bread than the whole of the flour 
can make, the miller and baker 
would not have employed their art 
to render the bread as white as 
possible, and to make the consumer 
pay for the artificial whiteness. 
» « « Our forefathers never refined 
so much; they never preyed 80 
much on each other; nor, I pre- 
sume, made so many laws neces- 
sary. for their restraint, as we do. 
„„The inference which I mean 
to draw from what is premised, is 
to remind my fellow citizens of the 
unfortunate delusion of thinking 
that the whole flour of the wheat 
is not good enough for them; that 
part of it must be taken away, and 
given to birds or beasts.” 

The author thinks that the de- 
basing or refining of flour is 
due to the fact that city dwellers 
have acquired a taste for highly re- 
fined products. He calls attention 
to the fact that the common people 
of Scotland have always preferred 
oatmeal bread, the hardiness of the 


race being ascribed to that fact. 


The people of Westphalia live on a 
coarse brown rye bread and they 
are unusually robust, because the 
bread is very nutritive and 
strengthening. He thinks the 
French and Germans are far su- 
perior to the English in gastro- 
nomic health because they convert 
the farinaceous flour of vegetables 
into a variety of excellent articles 
of food and do not use them, as 
the English do, as a mere compan- 
ion to pair off with so many mouth- 
fuls of meat. . 3 

These ideas aroused quite a 
storm of controversy and are, I 
believe, the first expression in mod- 
ern literature of the tendency to 
praise whole wheat bread. Of 
course, whole wheat bread is no 
more healthful than white bread 
and, incidentally, no more unhealth- 
ful. Some people are not able to 
stand so much roughage, but, in 
general, it is just as healthful as any 
other kind of bread. The only rea- 
son it is not more widely used is 
that it is not as pleasant to the av- 
erage person as our highly refined 
white bread. 

Accum’s warning evidently did 
not take very deep root, because 
our city dwellers demand even 
more refined food than he fur- 
nished.

When Children 
Show a Dislike 
Of Daily Duties 


Promise of Reward If Tasks 
Are Done Properly, Usu- 
ally Helps.

HEN a little child begins to 

show dislike of a duty, don’t 
_** fight it out with him by com- 
Fmanding him to go to it. Avoid the 
battle if it is possible. Be casual 
and canny. 

“After you have been to the bath- 
room I'll have your orange all ready 
fixed the way you like it, and then 
you can come with me to the store. 
Hurry along because we have a long 
order this morning. Maybe the bun- 
nies will de out in Billy's yard. If 
We are early.” ; 

That is much better than saying. 
“Come, now. You see what time it 
is? You know perfectly well you 
have to go to the bathroom. Why 
do you make me fuss with you 
about it? Hurry! O, yes, you will. 
You must.” 

Provide a pleasure that will make 
getting the hard job over just a bit 
of a hurdle, and nothing more. 
When a child knows that as soon 
as he has completed the hated task 
the can have the bit of chocolate; or 
the new ball, or the run in the park, 
he is very likely to “get the thing 
done and over with. 

Sometimes he makes you show. 
Then, as quietly, with as few words 
as possible, show him into the bath; 
room and leave him there, or put 
him in whatever place he should be 
and leave him alone with his duty, 
assuring him that the happy thing 
is waiting for him the minute he is 
ready. Looking forward to a pleas- 
ure carries one over a hard place. 
That is true for a child as well as 
for adults. 

I think it is perfectly all right to 
say to a child who is on his way to 
the dentist, “Just as soon as we are 
through with the dentist, we will go 
to the candy store and have a plate 
of ice cream. You can have your 
kind and I'll have mine. I choose 
strawberry.”

E DREADS the dentist’s touch, 
Hoe experience has taught him 

that he has to take it cheerfully 
and the thought of the waiting 
pleasure“ carries him through. A 
few such experiences soon enable 
the child to make the best of a bad 
situation, strong in the faith that 
the end will be happy for him. 

Don’t tell the children that their 
troubles are imaginary. They know 
better. Be casual about them, say 
no more than you can help, and 
keep pointing ahead to the happy, 
ending. Don't promise long in ad- 
vance that if he will brush his teeth 
every morning, attend to his toilet 
duties cheerfully and without hav- 
ing to be reminded, that he will be 
rewarded grandly. 

A child lives in the present, this 
minute, rather than this day, and 
tomorrow does not exist for him. His 
reward must be immediate and 
come more as a happy surprise than 
as a looked-for reward. He can 
sustain himself for a few minutes; 
he can endure for a brief time, sus- 
tained by the hope of the next min- 
ute; but he cannot carry on for days 
or weeks. That is why the promise 
of a reward at the end of the 
month, or term, or at Christmas, 
does not work. The child loses 
sight and feeling of it. 

Children’s troubles are real; their 
pain is keen. Soften the hardships 
by assuring the pleasure that is 
close by,
